Second Cousin of Mr. Lazzaroni Suspected 

of Deed— Chicago Police are 

Working on the Case 



Coupled with the sensational statement 
to the effect that the life of Cbarlotta 
Lazzaroni, an eighteen year old young 
woman living in Waukegan, bad been 
'threatenad if her father, C. Lazzaroni, did 
•not turn over a sum of money to the Black 
Mand, comes the equally startling statement 
from members of the girl's family, that it 
is their belief that the letter was not sent 
out by some unknown member of the Blnck 
Hand, but that, startling as it may seem, 
it was sent by a Becond cousin of the 
.-girl's father, who had formerly made 
•threats of violence. 

'Investigation into the case would geem 
tto-sbow that there wfl? jorno mi^H? HlUde 
"with ropfard to the name, /or instead of the 
girl's name being "Charlotta" as- alleged 
in the letter, Mrs. Lazzaroni is quite cer- 
tain that her daughter Olsra was' meant in 
the threat. Sho wo* recently married to 
Tony Lencioni of Highland Park, where 
ebe is living at present. The mother can 
attribute no coubo for tho threat to have 
been, made on her daughter's life for as she 
said, she did not know that she had an 
enemy in the world. 

According to the story told by the Laz- 
zaroni fnmily, thpir second cousin came to 
this country a few years ago and at once 
sought their aid. His wife died a short 
timo before and he had been left with tho 
care of two small boys. 

Thus, it whs, according to the story that 
is told by the Lnzzaroni family, that ho 
was taken in and cared for.- It seems that 
ho wan not satisfied with this and that be 
was ever on the lookout for trouble. 

In the store owned by C. Lazzaroni at 
that time there was a young man working 
by the name of Raffael Gombini, it is mi id 
that the cousin envied the position and 
sought in every way in . his power to get 
him discharged in order that he might get 
the place. 

It is said that he complained to his cou- 
sin that Gombini was eating up too much 
candy and that be was smoking the best 
cigars in the store. Mr. Lazzaroni, the 
proprietor, did not pay any attention to 
this for a long time because he understood 
the motive that prompted it. 

At lost, it is said, the cousin who wanted 
the position, broke up somo of the best 
cigars and throwing them away, cast the 
suspicion upon Gomboni. The ruse worked 
and Gomboni was discharged, the position 
going to the plotting cousin. 

Everything went along all right for a 
time but at last he seemed to tire of work 
and it is said that he did not pay atten- 
tion to the business. Meanwhile his two 
small sons wore working in (he store and 
all were living at the homo of the cousin 
and were not paying any board or lodging. 

Mr. Lazzaroni at last tired of this and 
told his cousin that bo did not need his 
services any longer. Then the cousin is 
said to have flown into a rage and demand- 
ed the money for the work his two sons 
had • done in the store. Mr. Lnzzaroni 
said he was perfectly willing to do this 
providing his cousin would pay for their 
board during tho timo that they hud been 
staying at his home. 

A lawsuit followed 'but nothing ever 
came of It. 

Tho cousin left the city soon after that 
and is said to have made threats before 
leaving that ho would got even with them 
for not giving him money. 

Thoy say that ho is desperate and that 
he would stop at nothing to eain bis ends, 
when he is in heed of money as they think 
he is at present. They say ho would not # 
stop to consider that be is placing his own 
life in danger. The family will take pre- 
cautions to see that tho daughter is hidden 
for a timo at least.

FALL PROVES TO BE FATAL 



August Alstrom of Waukegan, Falls While 
Descending Stairs 

August Alstrom, said to bo a Well known 
resident of Waukegan, fell down a flight 
of stairs leading up into the Nordstrom 
tailoring establishment, just north of tho 
city offices on Washington street, Friday 
evening noar 7:30, the injuries thus re- 
ceived causing his death at the hospital 
early Saturday morning. 

The aged man, according to Mr. Nord- 
strom, bad spent a few moments with him 
and had started to descend the stairs when 
ho tripped and fell headlong down (o tho 
first floor, where ho was. later picked up 
and carried into the tailoring establishment 
by employes of the saloon on the first floor, 
and Nordstrom. 

He wus later placed in tjie Loreon & 
Conrad ambulance and conveyed to the 
hospital. 

Dpon his nrrival at the hospital. Dr*. 
Knight and Doynton were in attondnnce, 
and although every means known to medi- 
cal science was used, internal injuries were 
found which later caused the man's death. 

Alstrom was a widower, his wife having 
died a few years prior to his death. He 
has one son living on George avenue who 
is employed nt the machine shop of the 
American Steel and Wire Company. 

It is thought tho man's - death was 
brought on by a fractured skull.

He had been ailing for some time and a 
week ago last Friday was taken to the 
hospital and operated upon and it woe then 
found that he wsb suffering from many 
small tumorsin the stomach. 

For about a week after the operation he 
mado n gallant fight for recovery and the 
best medical skill was called to his aid but 
to no avail and on Thursday of lust week 
ho succumbed to the disease and passed to 
tho great beyond. 

Mr. Lamb was a native of Ireland ha v. 
ing been born in that country fifty-eight 
years ago. After coming to America ho 
for somo time resided in Chicago and later 
came to Camp Lake and started in tho 
hotel business. His genial disposition won 
for him many friends in the community 
and his popularity as a host was unsur- 
passed. For some time he has served as 
postmaster at Camp Lake and at all times 
gave tho best of satisfaction in this ca- 
pacity. 

He leaves to mourn the loss of a devoted 
husband and father his wife, ono son Ed- 
ward, and two daughters Lillin and Flo- 
rence, besides many warm friends, who sin- 
cerely mourn his demise. 

The funeral took place on Saturday last 
ut the Holy Name Cathedral in Chicago.

Clinton, nccording to the hotel register, 
made his appearance at the hotel on Thurs- 
day evening at al out 10 o'clock and ap- 
plied for n room. He was given the room 
on the third floor and departed for it, 
wbereit is thought he went directly to bed.

At noon be fniled agtfln to make any ap- 
pearance and again at night. After the 
last call for supper Captain. Sfdpli of the 
hotel become somewhat alarmed, according 
to reports, and not long after Ibis one of 
the lady attendants at the hotel is reported 
as having notified the desk clerk that sho 
believed there wns a leak in one of the gas 
pipes on the third floor, asBhosmelled gns. 
The clerk investigated but found every- 
thing nil right, with the exception of the 
room that had been ui ven to Clinton. 

The police were notified and officer Neeley 
sent to the hotel. Upon his arrival the 
door of tho room was forced and Clinton 
was found in un unconscious condition,.a 
gas jet in the room having been turned 
wide open. 

The Larson & Conrad ambulance was 
summoned and the unconscious man taken 
to tho Jane McAlister hospital, where Dr. 
Gourley was waiting. 

After two hours of hard work the victim 
was awakened and Saturday mqrninar, 
when seen by a reporter, ho stated that he 
did not know how it all happened and that 
he did not know whether he had turned 
tho gas on in the room or not. 

Clinton stated that he had worked all 
winter for Mr. Sbawley, who operates a 
farm west of Zion city, and that he had 
left his bed and board just the day before. 
He had contemplated leaving for Zion City 
where he has made bis home for the last 
three years. 

Clinton left the hospital early Saturday 
afternoon upon the consent of Dr. Gourley, 
although he had before made the statement 
that he would not stay in the place a minute 
longer, as ho did not believe in them or in 
physicians. 

On first learning of the accident, people 
around Waukegan feared that the man at- 
tempted suicide, but facts look somewhat 
suspicious, although his statement may be 
correct.

With the factories running short time 
and short handed nliens of Waukegan who 
are not skilled mechanics but are employed 
as laborers aud roustabouts in factories are 
unable to obtain employment and as a re- 
sult they become depen.<j&a.fc on the city or 
county. 

There is talk; of deporting the many 
nliens who are dependent on the city or 
county. There is a law which compels the 
steamship oom panics that bring these pepp 
pie to this country to return them if within 
the first yonr of their residence they, be- 
come impoverished. It is claimed that if 
iuw£ ft'i e £! w !?° **? dpRfjndent "P?S the 

city or county were roiiu*.*! Up aiiu stUi 
to their native homes the city or county 
would be ahead. 

When these people have work, they send 
nearly all of their earnings to the old 
country and there it is placed in banks to 
Iheir credit to await the return of the 
owner who only goes to America to earn 
a thousand or two dollars and then returns 
to his native land to five in comfort for the 
balance of his life. Out of their wages, be 
it SI. 50 or 31.75 a day, these aliens keep 
barely enough to live on in the most econ- 
omical style and the balance is placed with 
a bunker to be sent to the old country. 
When these nliens are thrown oul of em- 
ployment they are without money or food 
and they call on the city or county to aid 
them evenJtbough_they,:have. money .en de- 
posit in banks in their native country.

When the two brothers offered the check 
to Lehman three weeks ago he ran with it • 
to a neighboring bank, where it was ex- 
amined, it is said, and declared all right, 
so Lehman cashed it for tho 851 sale and 
gave the two men the change. 

Friday the check came back from the 
bank as valueless and then Lehman got 
busy. 

Friday afternoon he telephoned to Chief 
Tyrrell and Sled the information he had at 
hand with the local police. He knew the 
two brothers^ for years he Rnidrastheybb^* 
longed to the same lodge as ho did, Ihe 
Knights of Columbus in Chicago, and that 
is why when they offered the check he 
trusted them.

The brother John^iB 17 and has been in 
this country three : years. He said he 
thought it was all right to cash toe check 
and take the money and joined in with his 
brother in upending it. 

The younger of Ihe two brothers declared 
that he too had picked up papers and letters 
along the tracks and that they are home in ', 
hia trunk. Saturday morning, accom- 
panied by a police officer, be was forced to 
raid his own trunk and the papers, which' 
are believed to be of value, are in the hands 
of the police. 

The two prisoners were removed to Chi- 
cago where warrants will be issued against .- 
them and they will be tried.

Old-Time Recipe for One Kind That 
Has Been Highly Pralsed-^Dev- 

iled Kidneys and Other Chaf- 
ing Dish Specialties. ' 



In Goldsmith's amusing essay on 
that imaginary character, Mr. The. 
Clbbor, ho speaks of his fondness of 
the good things of this life. Ho loved 
good clothes and good living, and was 
not too particular how he obtained 
them. In his old age ho ate ortolans 
and green peas and drank gravy soup 
when he could get it. 

To make this: soup take six pounds 
of shin of beef and a largo knuckle of 
veal, to which quantity of meat allow 
six quarts of boiling water. If any 
trimmings of poultry can bo had so 
much the better. For the flavor there 
must be two slices of lean ham of tho 
best quality. Further, have a quarter 
of' a pound of butter, four carrots, 
four onions, one turnip, a small head 
of celery, one blade of mace, a bunch 
of savory h^rbs, five cloves, nine pep- 
per-corns; salt to taste and add three 
good lumps of sugar. Cut the meat 
Into pieces of three Inches square, put 
tho butter Into the soup boiler and 
slightly brown the meat, stirring up 
the pieces from below with a wooden 
spoon. Bo very careful not to let them 
burn in the least. When slightly 
browned stir In tho boiling water, and 
as the scum rises at once take It off. 

When no more scum is thrown up 
put in tho vegetables and spices. The 
soup must now simmer gently for six 
hours, and there should bo no further 
stirring up from the bottom. "When 
the six hours have passed remove It 
from the stove, let it settle, skim off 
tho fat as well as can bo done now, 
and then pass the soup through a 
cloth or strainer. Every particle of fat 
can bo taken off when quite cold. 
Now carefully take off the clear soup 
without moving the sediment that re- 
mains, which should not be wasted, 
but used for gravies for poultry. 

Tho art of making good soup is In 
never allowing it to boll hard. Flavor- 
ing Is one essential, and if in making 
this soup both be attended to all will 
agreo that Mr. The. Clbber was a man 
of good taste. 

Deviled kidneys are prepared by 
taking two fresh, firm lamb kidneys, 
washing and skinning them, cutting 
them open in the usual way and 
fastening the sides back with tiny 
skewers. Then take a lump of butter 
and heat In a chafing dish until it Ib 
very hot. Put In the kidneys, cook 
them three or four minutes, turning 
from side to side. Then turn the slit 
side up and put a bit of butter in tho 
center of each, sprinkle over a little 
salt, some paprika, mustard and 
chopped parsley. 

Risotto Ib made by UBlng a quarter 
pouncl of cooked rice, one small onion 
finely chopped, butter, some grated 
cheese, popper and salt. Put the onion 
in the chafing dish with the butter and 
fry until It begins to brown. Then 
add the rice and a cup of good soup 
stock. When the stock has been ab- 
sorbed and the rice seems tender but 
firm, stir in tho salt, pepper and 
cheese. A little garlic is said to im- 
prove tho flavor of tho rlBOtto, which 
Ib an Italian dish. 

Shrimps cooked with rice are appe- 
tizing and easily prepared. Take half 
a pint of fresh shrimps and pick them 
over carefully. Melt a large piece of 
butter in the chafing dish, stir in half 
an onion chopped fine, add a half cup 
of cold boiled rice, half a cup of sweet 
cream, tho shrimps, a tablespoonful of 
tomato ketchup and let the whole cook 
gently for a few minutes, then serve in 
hot plates or on crisp slices of toast.

Report of Chicago State Banks. 

An echo of the financial storm. Is 
found in tho recapitulation of tho con- 
dition of the state banks in the city 
of Chicago, issued by Stnto Auditor 
McCullough. The statement shows 
the condition of the 44 state banks in 
Chicago on February 15 last. As 
compared with the affairs of the same 
institutions November 19 last, a de- 
crease of $20,829,210 is shown in the 
aggregate loans and discounts, which 
oh February 15 were $228,000,309. 
The trouble experienced by the Chi- 
cago banks in securing cash from 
their eastern depositaries Is shown in 
tho increase in the amount due them 
from other banks. On February 15 
the amount due from national banks 
was $35,745,935, an increase of $11,- 
595,579. In addition there was due 
the Chicago institutions from state 
banks and bankers $16,324,353, an In- 
crease of $4,808,031. While the de- 
posits fell oft approximately $13,000,- 
000 during the flurry, the surplus fund 
waa Increased $1,593,881. 



Plan "Board of Control." 

There is every indication that the 
legislature, when it reconvenes May 4, 
will be given an opportunity to solve 
the asylum muddle by the simple ex- 
pedient of passing the proposed "board 
of control" bill. Every member of the 
legislature's asylum Investigating 
body, after a month of delving into the 
Institution Ills and abuses of all sorts, 
favors such a plan. It is understood 
that' such a measure as outlined by 
Representative David Shanahan, chair- 
man, of the house appropriation com- 
mittee, is being drawn up roughly and 
will receive the official indorsement of 
the committee. With all the members 
of the investigating body in Chicago 
recently, a general summing up of the 
evidence in hand took place and tho 
board of control Idea was advanced 
as the best method of preventing the 
abuses which have boen uncovered 
during the course of the present probe. 



Knocks Out Double Taxation. 

Tho Illinois supreme court holds 
that the local school boards In six 
districts of Cook county and the town- 
ship boards controlling the . high 
schoolB In the same districts have no 
authority to levy each a tax of 2% 
per cent, or a total of five per cent 
on one district. The high schools af- 
fected are those o! Harrington, Pala- 
tine, Maywood, Riverside, Blue Island 
and Morgan Park. They are con- 
trolled by a township board superim- 
posed upon the school district, which 
is regulated by the local board. The 
law provides that members of a town- 
ship^ board have equal powers with 
school directors. The supreme court 
holds that while tho boardB are legal- 
ly organized the attempt of each to 
levy a tax of 2% per cent, under the 
law Ib unwarranted. 



Poet Banker Threw Away and Bought 
Back His' Own Property. 

Edmund Clarence Stedman, the poet 
banker, had -a high temper and waa 
exceedingly sensitive. One day, exas- 
perated by the crass stupidity of a 
servant, he threw a book at his head. 
The boy ducked and the book sailed 
out of the window. After It hurried 
the. menial, but he wxts too late; a 
passerby had picked it up and walked 
off with it Stedman began to wonder 
■what book he had thrown away, and 
to his horror discovered that it was 
a quaint and rare little volume for 
which he had paid $50. His chagrin 
was Intense, as the work waB almost 
unique and tho prospects of replacing 
it were remote. 

Some time 'afterward, when brows- 
ing In a second-hand book shop, our 
splenetic poot banker perceived to his 
great delight a copy of the very book 
he had lost. He asked the price. "It's 
very rare," replied the dealer, "but as 
you are an old customer I'll let you 
have It for $40; nobody else could 
have It for lesB than. $60." Stedman 
gladly paid the $40, got home with his 
treasure as Boon as possible, and Bat 
down to gloat over It A card dropped 
out of the leaves. It was his own. 
Further examination showed that he 
had bought back his property. It 
cured him of casting books at serv- 
ants' headB.

When smooth servo 
immediately on hot toast and garnish 
with parsley.

Special Grand Jury Returns True Bills 

Against Them— Plead "Not 

Guilty." 



New York. — Edward R. Thomas and 
Orlando F. Thomas, who are finan- 
ciers of extensive interests, were In- 
dicted Thursday on charges growing 
out of their management of the funds 
of the Provident' Savings Life Assur- 
ance society, which they controlled. 
The Indictments, which were returned 
by the special grand jury for Now 
York county, that has been investigat- 
ing the Provident Life and other finan- 
cial institutions, are three in number, 
two being ngalnst Edward R. and one 
against Orland F. The offenses 
charged are violations of the state In- 
surance laws and constitute a misde- 
meanor punishable by a fine of $600 
or a year's imprisonment, or both, on 
each count. Late Thursday afternoon 
the Thomases were arraigned, plead- 
ed not guilty, and were given two 
weeks in which to change the pleas 
or demur, meantimo being admitted 
to bail. Justice Dowling fixed ball at 
$5,000 on each Indictment. In the 
first indictment against E. R. Thomas 
he Is accused of "unlawfully being 
pecuniarily interested as a beneficiary 
in a loan from an insurance company 
doing business In this state of which 
corporation ho was then and there a 
director." This indictment deals with 
a loan made by Thomas from tho firm 
of Thomas, Maclay & Co., stock 
brokers. On April 2, 1907, Thomas 
was a customer of tho firm, and in- 
debted to them on demand loans In 
large sums. At the same time, tho In- 
dictment alleges, Thomas, Maclay & 
Co. were indebted to other financial 
Institutions, the loans being secured 
with stock and other securities of 
Thomas, Maclay & Co., and of their 
customers.

Musqulz,- Mex.— Details of the explo- 
sion in the La Roslta mine, near San 
Juan De Sabinas, mention of which 
was made In Thursday's dispatches, 
were received Friday, and indicate 
that the explosion was more disastrous 
than at first believed. Seventy-six men 
were killed by the explosion, he ex- 
plosion occurred a few minutes before 
six o'clock In tho morning, Just as 
preparations were being made to 
change the shifts. The disaster took 
place In what was -known as shaft No. 
3, and in which moBt of the laborers 
were Japanese. It Is not definitely 
known at this writing what caused tho 
explosion, but fire-damp is believed to 
have been responsible. 



President Roosevelt Will Contlnuo 
Fight on Corruption. 

Washington.— That there will bo no 
let up in President Rosevelfs policy of 
warring "against rottenness and cor- 
ruption," was emphatically declared 
by tho president Wednesday In nn ad- 
dress to tho delegates to tho depart- 
ment of superintendence of tho Na- 
tional Education association during 
their reception at the White House. 
Continuing, the president gave his 
views on educational methods at con- 
siderable length and with character- 
istic catholicity of thought and vigor 
of expression. 

Storm-King Grips West. 
Chicago. — Record-breaking destruc- 
tion of telegraph and telephone prop- 
erty was averted Sunday by a narrow 
margin. Sleet that covered wires and 
poles 25 to 50 miles north, west and 
south of Chicago and 100 to 150 miles 
east was melted during the day by a 
few degrees rise in temperature Just 
In tho nick of time.- 



Tampa, Fin. — Tho entire extremo 
northern section of this city was de- 
stroyed by fire, which broke out In a 
boarding house Sunday and raged un- 
interruptedly for four hours. Tho area 
burned covered 55 acres, or 18% city 
blocks, and 308 buildings wore de- 
strayed, with a total loss estimated at 
$600,000, and one woman is dead from 
excitement. The burned section in- 
cluded four largo and one smaller 
cigar factory and numerous restaur- 
ants, saloons, boarding hounes, .'and 
over 200 dwellings. Half , the inhabi- 
tants are homeless. The militia was 
called out to preserve order. 



Chicago. — What is believed to 
be a deep-laid plot to wipe out the 
entire body of officials In charge of 
the city administration was brought to 
light Tuesday, following a sensational 
attack upon Chief of Police George 
Shlppy. Threats have been made 
against Mayor Fred Busse. Chief of 
Police Shippy was stabbed in the 
right side, his son Harry, 19 
years old, was probably fatally shot In 
tho left lung and his driver, James 
Foley, was wounded in tho right 
wrist by a desperate assassin who at- 
tempted to kill the head of tho police 
department In the front hallway of 
his homo Monday. The assassin was 
himself killed by the chief, who fired 
a bullet Into his fight temple. Tho 
assassin is declared to have been an 
anarchist and leader of a plot aimed 
at others beside the chief. Tho man 
was identified as "F. B. Adams." Mrs. 
Shlppy and the chiefs daughter 
Georgia, 22 years old, wore eye- 
witnesses of the tragedy. The chief's 
wife narrowly escaped being killed 
herself in nn effort to prevent tho as- 
sassin from drawing his revolver. 
Harry Shippy was rushed to the Au- 
gustana hospital, where his condition 
was said to be precarious. He was 
operated on Immediately, but physi- 
cians despaired of saving his life, as 
he was Just recovering from an attack 
of grip. 

Tho man who attempted to assas- 
sinate Chief of Police Shlppy, and 
whom the chief killed, was identified 
as Lazarus Averbuch, a 20-year-old 
Russian Jew, who had been in this 
country only three months. He re- 
sided at 218 Washburno avenue with 
his sister Olga, 25 years old. He had 
worked a month for W. H. Elchen- 
gren & Co., 183 South Water street, a 
commission house. 

Averbuch was an anarchist of a 
morbid, insane type— a disciple of 
Emma Goldman, "Queen of the Reds." 
Inspector Lavln held Edward Ber- 
mnn, cobbler, 575 West Twelfth street, 
Tuesday, under suspicion of being Im- 
plicated with Averbuch. A telephone 
message from an anarchist to Ber- 
man, saying, "For God's sake get out 
of town; they're on," overheard by 
Lieut. Darrow, caused tho arrest. Ber- 
mnn ndmltted being an anarchist and 
knowing tho assassin of Chief Shlppy.

To one accustomed only to Atlantic 
travel tho element of novelty begins 
at once oh a' Pacific steamer. Instead 
of smug English stewards, neat Chi- 
namen In spotless linen gowns of 
blue, long cues, Immaculate white 
Blockings, und tho broadest of smiles, 
fly nimbly about carrying baggage or 
waiting on passengers with most 
cheerful disparity. 

Tho Chlneso stewards interested us 
exceedingly, and when, directly after 
sailing from San Francisco, wo de- 
scended to luncheon, we saw them In 
a new way- The long tables In the 
saloon were laid out Invitingly with 
massive silver, and piles of fruit, 
around which the neat boys whisked, 
making an attractive picture. Hero we 
received our first Introduction to tho 
far-famed "pidgin English," which wo 
had previously conceived -to be very 
largely a figment of tho story-teller's 
brain. It was to be later lmpreBBcd 
upon us how universal the use of It Is, 
from San Francisco right through to 
Ceylon, wherever the Chinese coolie 
lives and moves and has his being. 

In the dining saloon the 'boys wore 
long gowns of blue linen, shiny with 
starch, high cuffs over their Bleevcs, 
' and each smooth and Jetty cue fin- 
ished at tho end with a silk tassel, 
neatly tucked through a little strap 
at the side of. tho gown. This Is to 
keep It from slipping over the shoul- 
der when Btooplng over tho tables. 

When at hard or outdoor work, a 
Chinaman will twist his cue up like 
a woman, but never In tho house, as 
It" Is a disrespectful act to appear be- 
fore a superior with the cuo bound 
up. Foreigners in many cases do not 
know this, and the Chinaman, who 
Instinctively hates all foreigners, 
will often resort to this method of In- 
sulting them, taking a deal of comfort 
^ — out of it, even though tho foreigner 
may be In blissful Ignorance of the in- 
tended disrespect. 

. Somo of the dlning-saloon boys had 
been' in tho service long -enough .to 
speak and understand English very 
well; with others it was necessary to 
resort to the "pidgin" dialect which Is 
& ridiculous hybrid of baby talk, 
^.broken, or rather mangled, English, 
and a few stray Chlneso wordB. 

It was my luck to draw a waiter 
who was particularly shy on straight 
English, and when I asked for a nice 
piece ot rare roast beef, and vegeta- 
bles such as my wife had, his face 
remained aa blank as a newly white- 
washed barn door. Seeing my per- 
plexity, a kind neighbor taught mo 
■ what to say, and, though feeling 
rather silly, I repeated: "Boy, you 
ketcheo mo number one piece roast 
beef, no too well done, and vegetables 
alleo same lady have got" His face 
beamed with Intelligence, and my 
order was executed with neatness and 
dispatch. 

I subsequently discovered that If a 
chair was desired from the upper 



even keel. It was so different from 
.my first ocean trip, which was,acrosB 
the Atlantic' I'll never forget' that! I 
hadn't been feeling well, and was told 
that the sea voyage would make an- 
other man of me. Imagine making 
another man of me, when there was 
hardly enough material for one! 

Well, the ralnuto tho ship left the 
dock I felt better. I threw out my 
chest—and* a lot of other things I 
didn't need— and prepared to enjoy 
life. 

By tho time we got to Sandy Hook 
the ship was having St. Vitus dance,' 
and most of the passengers decided 
to «o bolow to unpack. I started to 
find my statoroom, and I think I but- 
ted Into every one there was. I was 
finally hurled Into one Just as the oc- 
cupant, a lady, was climbing Into the 
upper berth. She said, "Sir!" Then 
the ship went the other way, and I 
was never so completely sat on by a 
lady In ray life!- 

At last I found my own stateroom, 
which was a locker with a couplo of 
shelves in It. 

Tho ship now soomed to stand on 
her nose and wag her tail in tho air; 
I deliberated whether' I shoT Id eltf*e 
the port hole and go to my berth, or 
close my" berth and go to tho port 
hole. On the fourth day I began to 
tako notice of things, and crawled but 
on deck Just as the ship was doing a 
buck and wing. I was shot from* one 
end of the ship to tho other, finishing 
with a head-on collision with a fat 
man's stomach. He was mad because 
I butted In on his breakfast. I apolo- 
gized for the intrusion, and crawled 
Into a steamer chair.

"Pidgin" is the Chinese word for 
"business," and a great many years 
ago thlB motley means of communica- 
tion was evolved, piece by piece, as a 
medium through which tho English- 
speaking traders carried on business 
with tho Chinese. Despite tho fact 
that numbers of Chinese, especially 
the merchants, speak : excclleut Eng- 
- hah, this absurd polyglot has held Its 
• own, and It is a benighted Chinaman, 
.-, Indood, who cannot conjure up a few 
' lame .phraseB. It is a moans of com- 
. municatlon, ovon among Chinamen, 
80 it Is Bald;- for tho different prov- 
flncoB of that country -differ in dialect 
118 bo many countries, but with a lit- 
Uo of the universal "pidgin" I they 
-make themselves understood.

During our on tire trip acroBB the 
Pacific we were never off an almost 



dishes on. I was pursuing a piece of 
bread when Ihe ship did a "figure 
eight" and the lady opposite got my 
bread and I got her flBh. For the, 
rest of the meal wo fed each other. 

The day it was roughest tho pas- 
sengers asked mo to get up a con- 
cert. There was a prima donna on 
board who was having her volco cul- 
tivated in Paris. I supposed she was 
going over to got it, for sho certainly 
didn't havo It with her. She consent- 
ed to tako part in tho concort, and 
chose a fitting selection for a trough 
night— "Rocked In tho Cradle of tho 
Deep." Just as she started In to 
sing the ship side-stepped and throw 
her under tho table. A friend of 
mine was accompanying her on tho 
piano, so, of course, he hnd to follow 
her. I said: "For heaven's sake, Is 
this a concert or a knockabout act?" 
The prima donna thought sho was 
down for a 'solo — but sho was down 

for an hour.

On the Pacific there wero no such 
experiences for us. And It Is such a 
great, big, lonesome ocean — only once 
In all tho 18 days did wo seo a ship, 
a big, full-rigged ship with all sailJ 
set— but seeming to stand perfoctly 
still, utterly becalmed, "a painted 
ship upon a painted ocean." 

Captain Porter was a delightful ra- 
conteur and entertained ua on several 
occasions with stories of his sojourn 
in tho frigid zone. His tales of Es- 
quimaux dainties, especially a duck 
soup, where. tho bird, is put In for 
cooking not only undressed but mi- 
plucked, made us glad there woro no 
Esquimaux cooks on board. 

Tho evening before our expected 
arrival at Honolulu the chief topics of 
conversation were the principal sights 
of the town, and tho best methods of 
seeing them. 

Every ono retired with tho keenest 
anticipations,. for even six. days on 
tho water create a longing to see 
land, proving that man, though he go 
down to tho sea In shlpB, Is beyond 
question a' land animal. 

Most of us wero up betimes and 
were rewarded by the sight of a dark, 
low-lying island on our pprt bow. This 
Is Moiokal, the leper Island and tho 
scene of Father Damlen's heroic life 
and death. This Belgian missionary 
priest, who started life a simple un- 
lettered peasant, so lived and worked 
and died that his name will over bo 
ono of those who need no ball of fame 
to make their memory Immortal. Hfs 
will go ringing down the halls of 
timo aB ono that loved his follow 
men. 

Ahead, another Island, with high, 
rocky promontory, stood out now 
quite plainly. As we came nearor we 
could distinguish fleets of little fish- 
ing boats, their white sails dotting 
tho blue water like flocks of birds. A 
snowy sickle of sand outlined the 
black and beetling cliff, and around It 
enmo tho little "Alameda," rolling and 
plunging in a swell that did not even 
" disturb' / the stately calm of our 
giantess. 

It was noon heforo wo really 
warped to tho wharf, alongside of 
which was a United StateB naval 
training ship, whoso band wolcomod 
us, accompanied by the ihouts of the 
white-clad boys. 



Coaldale, Alta, Can., Nov. 19; 1907. 
Sir: I beg to say that this year, we 
had 349 acres of grain, consisting of 
197 ocreB of spring wheat and 152 
acres of oats.

00 per bushel, would bo 
$41.00 per acre; 47 acres of oats, yield- 
ing 95 bushels per acre were sold for 
50 cents per bushel. Proceeds, $47.00 
per acre. 

I might add that 50 acres of our oats 
were "stubbled in." 

During the spring of 190G, we hired 
about 300 acreB broken by steam. We 
put in and harvested 55 acres of grain 
last year, did the remainder of our 
breaking, worked up the ground and 
seeded this year's entire crop, put in 
seven acres of alfalfa and five acres 
of garden potatoes, trees,, etc., all 
with ono four-horse team. During har- 
vest we hired other teams, but, aside 
from thlB, and part of the breaking, 
the ono. team did the work of raising 
practically 19,000 bushels of grain, 
worth $12,000.

Springfield, 111.. " ^ .'.— After n fight 
which hud continued in the legisla- 
ture since Oct. 8, 1007, the Forty-fifth 
Assembly has passed a direct primary 
bill. The measure passed was known 
fls the Joncs-Oglesby hill. It was 
passed by the senate and sent over 
to the house which had killed the 
Stiunnhan hill. The. administration 
•forces led by Governor Deneen and 
his friends,, under the direction of In- 
surance. Commissioner. F. \W Potter 
and on the floor of the house by repre- 
sentative Morton Hull, lined up for the 
measure. Every dlstrrct In the state 
was* canvassed thoroughly from Cairo 
to Wuukegan. Members were rounded 
up and those who had not expected 
to be present wore urged by their 
frelnds to come to Springfield- Amend- 
ments to the bill were voted down. 
When the bill was placed on Its pass- 
age It was anticipated by Its opponents 
that It would not receive suflie'ent 
votes, but on roll-call It had six more 
than the 77 votes required. When they 
fnrnd that the, bill had passed, live 
members asked to be recorded In fa- 
vor of It; so that filial vote was S8, 
consisting of" 51 Republicans, 31 Demo- 
crats ami 3 Prohibitionists. The bill 
will go to the governor for his signa- 
ture this week. 

Under the new measure, candidates 
for the following ollleos will be nomi- 
nated by direct vote: Governor, lieu- 
tenant governor, secretary of state, 
state treasurer, auditor of public ac- 
counts, attorney general, supreme 
court clerk, members of congress, mem- 
bers of board of equalization, appel- 
late court clerks, state senators, state 
representatives and county olliccrs 
consisting of the state's 'attorneys, cir- 
cuit court clerk, county surveyor, 
coroners and recorders in ten coun- 
ties. 

The person receiving the highest 
number of votes at a primary.'' as a 
candidate of a party, for the nomina- 
tion shall be the candiate of that party 
for such ofllce and his name shall he 
placed. on the official ballot at the elec- 
tion next ensuing. The following are 
among the prhislons of the bill: 



WrB thereafter \ each primary 

ector may write or attach to a space 
left on the ballot the name of one 
qualified elector of his party In tho 
precinct for member of the precinct 
Committee. The high man wins. 

The county committee shall consist 
of the precinct committeemen In the 
.county. 

In a senatorial district of three or 
more counties, the senatorlcal commit- 
tee shall be composed of one member 
elected from each county In the dis- 
trict. In districts of two counties, It 
idial.l consist of three members, one to 
be elected from the county polling the 
smaller vote. In the senatorial dis- 
tricts of one county, and In districts 
wholly within one county and partly 
within one and partly within another, 
it shall consist of three members 
elected from the district. The scan- 
torlal committee shall meet and organ- 
ize within thirty days after Its elec- 
tion. 

The congressional committee shall 
consist of the county chairman of the 
counties In the congressional district. 
In districts wholly within one county, 
or partly in one county and partly In 
another, the committee shall consist of 
the product committeemen In the dis- 
trict. 

I The city committee shall consist of 
the precinct committeemen within tlr> 
city. 

The various political party commit- 
tees now In existence are reeoimlVe I 
and continued and shall exercise all 
powers given by the act until their 
successors are elected. 

Conventions Under New Lnw. 

On tlie second Wednesdny after the 
April primary, each county central 
committee shall meet, at the county 
seat and elect from Its own members 
a chairman and other oflicers. This 
meeting Is the county convention. At 
It shall be chosen delegates to the. 
senatorial, congressional and state con- 
ventions. Delegates to. senatorial aud 
congressional conventions shall ho 
picked by the precinct committeemen 
living within the respective congres- 
sional and senatorial districts. In the 
county convention, each delegate shall 
have one vote and one additional vot»» 
for each fifty or major fraction of 
fifty votes cast by his party In his pre- 
cinct. 

The date for holding the senatorial 
convention shall bo the third Wednes- 
day after the April primary. 

Congressional conventions shall be 
held on the fourth Wednesday after 
the April primaries. The convention 
shall have power to select delegates 
and . alternate delegates to national 
conventions and to recommend to the 
state convention the nomination of can 
dldntos from the congressional district 
for presidential electors. 

The state convention shall be held 
on the llfth Wednesdny nfter the April 
primary. It shall have power to nomi- 
nate presidential electors and candi- 
dates for "university trustees, to adopt

Farm Will Distribute* Thousands. 
J It is expected by the department that 
they .will be nblo to distribute 0,000 
Hungarian partridges nnd from 12,000 
to 15,000 pheasants In the state from 
their own rearing this year. 

The pens In which the pheasants are 
kept for breeding purposes are twelve 
by sixteen feet. In each pen Is plnced 
a pheasant cock and from three to five 
hens. The birds are fed and watered 
twice a day while In these pens. The 
eggs from the breeding pens are gath- 
ered every nlght,ench pen being num- 
bered and tho eggs from the pens sot 
down In a bodk kept for that purpose. 
Tho pheasants kept in confinement 
average from forty to fifty eggs dur* 
Ing the season. Pheasant liens are nev- 
er allowed to set on their eggs when 
In captivity. , ThlB Insures laying 
throughout the season. Tlie oggs am 
hutched out under tho common barn 
yard hen. A medium sized barred 
rock hen, It in found, makes tlie best 
motherforyoung. pheasants. Great car© 
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game bird for s!y mp ,tbe sta| 
It lies well to t» c \,ting dog all 
when flushed, as a r\ tne covey 
vldes, thus allowing t\ g p rtsmnn 
work his dog on slngi^^ r d Bt wbhl 
greatly Increases the p\, u re of tl\ 
gunner. 

The hen hns bested the Vdiator l l 
several trial hatches conduKjj on ttn 
preserve, and as a result theY rme r I] 
now used exclusively. One Apneam 
hens are in general use for setf\cr pui 
poses. An average of from 8Vy t< 
sixty-five birds are generally se\jrei 
from 100. 

Probably the hardest bird to rt^ei 
and keep Is the common prairie ebb 
en. After nn extensive search at! 
America and Canada last year In nn 
effort to secure some of this species, 
twenty-five eggs were socured and the 
result was llftcen chickens. The chicks 
appeared to be as tame as tho ordi- 
nary hen's product and because of- tblt 1 
thv» attendants neglected to clip their 
wings and when they were sufficiently 
old they flew away. Trapping, under, 
the supervision of the farm, Is in pro- • 
cress now In an effort to secure an- 
other consignment of this bird. 
Birds Are Fed Carefully. 

The feeding of birds on the farm !« 
a quite delicate matter and Is looked 1 
after with particular attention., .,Cno 
Injudicious feeding when the birds 
were young Is known to have killed 
hundreds of them. For tbe first .ten 
days the young smaller birds are fe'd 
on custard and stale bread crumb?. 
Then follows a saving diet of prepared 
meals. When the birds reach the age 
of one month they are fed canary •and' 
hemp seed. After a ten da ys' feed o f 
tills their stomachs are 8iipp"bsoa to har'i 
become accustomed to general food 
and they are given a range ran on 
the farm, where small gralus ami 
weed seeds are plentiful. 

The farm is not without Its peati. 
The worst of these Is the cornnioa 
house cat In the, first eighteen month* 
the farm was In operation rainy of 
them were killed by tho attendants. 
Oilier pests quite troublesome on fha 
preserve are the weasel, mink, rnt 
skun. o'possum, coon, blue Jay owl and' 
hawk. There Is a grove nearby th . 
, farm that, in the winter month* ihelt- 
lerB a million crows. 
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
